. HON. MAT. CABPENTEB, U. S. sen- 
ator from Wisconsin, died in Washing- 
ton yesterday of Bright's disease of the 
kidneys. Senator Carpenter was one 
of the ablest members of the country, 
and as a public orator probably did 
not have a superior among onr public 
men. He was first elected to the sen- 
ate in 1889, and at once took front 
rank and was active in all the legisla- 
tion of the six years he occupied his 
seat He was a strong partisan and 
was a special defender of the adminis- 
tration of General Grant, and.of the 
many questionable measures that pass- 
ed through congress during that time. 
For this he was one of the victims of 
the great tidal wave of reform that 
spread over the country in 1816. By 
this he was retired to private life for 
four years, but in 1879 he was again 
elected to the senate in the place. of 
Senator Howe. He was unscrupulo'is 
as a politician, and in private lite he 
was a rake. His health has been pre- 
carions for some time, and his death is 
not a matter of surprise. Tue vacancy 
thus created will probably be filled by 
appointment at once, as one vote is a 
matter of serious consequence to either 
party in the evenly balanced condition 
of the senate after the fourth of March.
